A capable teacher, but failed 
in government.

SHERBURNE. A small school, but gave good satisfaction. 

Fall.—Miss Ina M. Mircuetyt. The term was car- 
ried through with very good success.

VALIQUETTE, kept three weeks. The school proved un- 
profitable, and the teacher left. 

Fall and Winter.—Muiss E. LAvonn SEES: Very 
quiet, successful school.

I have not thought best to introduce any changes, but 
think some may be necessary soon. First, a change in 
the Grammar seems very desirable. I think, in Harper’s 
Language Lessons, my successor will find something de- 
cidedly an improvement on anything I have seen. 

They are by Professor Swinton. No doubt a selection 
can be made, greatly to the advantage of our schools. 

In Readers.—The Analytical has some strong claims 
for superiority. But this matter must be left for others 
to determine. 

Generally the writing shows well. 

Your Committee, in giving his report, would gratefully 
acknowledge the kindness and deference shown him by 
teacher and scholars, as well as the parents generally.
